Lnow, I here mean K. James II. the fa- 
ther of their prefent pretended monarch. 
That he was a prince, his enemies will 
allow, whofe virtues might have fhone 
confpicuous in the eyes of all men, had 
not they been prevented and obfcured 
by the clouds of miftaken zeal and ill- 
placed ambition. But whatever his 
fiults may have been as a king, that he 
was fufhciently punifhed as a man, is a 
gueftion no lefs dificult perhaps to deier- 
mine, than it is in thefe days improper 
to difpute. The pangs, therefore, which 
they mutt feel, are better to be imagined 
than defcribed, when they reflect on the 
misfortunes of the Royal exile, who was 
milyuided by his minifters, betrayed by 
his council, perfecuted by his enemies, 
abandoned by his friends, deferted by 
his fubjects, driven from the throne of 
his anceltors, his race abjured, and him- 
felf forced to take fhelter amidft the moft 
iaveterate enemies of his native country. 
But how greatly muft their grief be 
heightened, when they come to confider 
the {till harder condition of the fon ? 
he father, as he had his day of adver- 
fity, fo had he alfo of profperitys To 
fay nothing of what paffed before his ac- 
cellion, he was for fome time in pof- 
feilion of a throne, then the greateft 
and moft glorious in the univerfe. As 
to the fon, a continued feries of mifery 
has never ceafed to perfecute him even 
trom his cradle, without the leaft allay 
ot happinefs. Although born to a throne, 
and once univerfally acknowledged and 
treated as the indifputable heir, yet was 
banifhed both from the crown and his 
native land, long before he could be 
lenfible of either; and that too not for 
his own, but his father’s mifdemeanors ; 
lince he could not at that time, through 
the tendernefS of his years, be fufceptible 
of the leaft wrong. 


The good of the nation, it is true, re- 


- quired it, and political, if not natural ju- 


itice, confirmed, and fandtified the deed. 
But however juft and neceflary the ex- 
lution might ‘be, the cafe of the perfon 
excluded is the fame. ‘To come nearer 
home: How will they be able to fup- 


port themfelves from utterly defpairing, 
when they revolve in their minds the fa- 
tal iffue of the late glorious, but unfuc- 
cefsful ftruggle, in the prefent rebellion ? 
when they find that their unhappy prince 
has been made the tool and dupe of an 
infamous and perjured foreign court? 
when they reflect on thofe men, who 
(through miftaken principles) bravely 
laid down their lives for their caufe ; 
whilft others are preferved to glut and 
adorn the revenge of an exatperated 
court, and to die ignominioufly by the 
hands of a common executioner? When 
they confider all this, what room can 
they have, what inclination to indulge 
their joy, when even the moft indifferent 
and obdurate heart cannot but feel fome 
impreflions of forrow hereat ? 

Again, as Englifhmen, they will find 
too much caufe, I fear, to give a check 
to their mirth, when they behold their 
country, at home, enervated with luxu- 
ry, involved in an exceilive national 
debt, and in danger of being inflaved by 
corruption ; and abroad, bullied by our 
enemies, deferted by our allies, and en- 
gaged in a foreign expenfive war on 
the continent ; efpecially fince they are 
fo weak as to attribute all thefe calami- 
ties to the exclufion of him whom they 
call the right and lawful hing.

What 
has been done in this cate, is looked vj 
at Ratilbon as one of the moft im porta it 
tteps taken there for many years ; and to 
be one of the moft convincing proofs ot 
the creat influence of the court of Han 
ver in the empire. 

Upon this occaficn we appre! elgg 
that the followin accou of the ort df at 
and conftianion of the Council will 
not be unacceptable to fuch of our read- 
ers as are net thoroughly acquai inted 
with German affairs. 

The higheit courts of judicature in the 
empire are, the chamber of W ae 
and that of Vienne, commonly ¢: alled ¢ 
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councile That of Wetzlar favs, 
that a fuit begun there, cannot be with- 
drawn, and removed to Vienna ; while 
shat of Vienwa afferts the like concern- 
ing its qurildiétion in regard to the cham- 
her of Wetzlar. The Emperor Ferdi- 
nand, in the year 1549, firft opened the 
chamber of Vienna, and publithed the 
rules or laws by which it was to proceed ; 
indterdinand changed fome of the rules 
in the diet held in 1654. This court 
depends folely on the Emperor, though 
he judges of it are bound to the Arch 
bihop of Mentz, as High Chancellor of 
the empire, by an oath. It is not hard 
to oucts (fays the Italian author trom 
whom this account is extracted) what 
was the true reafon Why the Emperor e- 
ablithed this courte It had been ob- 
cerved, that all appeals being tried and 
determined at Spire, (the chamber of 
which is fince removed to Weizlar), and 
‘at place being frequented on the account 
of jaftice, the court at Vienna was ne- 
clected, to the great difhonour and dil- 
fatistaction of the Auftrian family. It 
was alfo eafily feen, that the flying to 
princes for relief, is the greateit glory 
they can have; that their majetty is 
then mot refplendent, when it gives 
men their due, and protects them trom 
and that he who has the oracles 
of juttice under his management, can 
beit fecure his own intereft. Now, the 
Cvimber of Spire depended on the whole 
body of the empire, and was alfo at a 
creat ditance from Vienna. The form 
of the proceedings at law being alfo 
changed, it was become very difficult {i- 
nally to adjutt the controverfies of the 
dependent ftates in the diet, as had been 
formerly pratiied. But ifthe Emperor, 
by degrees, could infenfibly draw thele 
to himfelf alone, together wiih the 
Cums of private perfons, it would be a 
Keat {tep towards acquiring a fovereign 
“thority over the ftates. Nor were 
plaufible reafons wanting for inftituting 
‘Als Court; for why fhould the Emperor 
be obliged to adminifter juitice equally 
to all, if all might pafs by him, and ap- 
ply to the chamber at Spire [now at 
Wetzlar]? The chamber of Vienna al- 
‘ pretended not to be tied to the flow 
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methods of procedure ufed at Spire ; and 
men were pleafed with expectations of 
the quick difpatch of their caules; for at 
Spire, thould the cafe be ever fo plain, 
and the judges willing to do {peedy ju- 
{tice, they could omit none of the ap- 
pointed torms. Some, who pretend to 
good intormation, fay, there is a private 
council at Vienna, in which the greateft 
afians of the empire are confidered. 
Now, when any important caufe has 
been ventilated and debated in this court, 
if the judges find in it any {tate-intereft, 
they give the Emperor an account of the 
matter, with their thoughts concerning 
it; and then it is debated in that private 
council, which confiders the f{tate-inter- 
eft more than the jultice of the cafe: as 
tor inftance, whether it is for the Empe- 
ror’s intereft that this or that judgment 
fhould be given, and which way the 
jentence fhall be executed. If any dit 
ficulty arifes, the judges have private or- 
ders to fulpend or delay the determina- 
tion. 

As to the form of execution, it is thus, 
Firft the judges injoin the party caft to 
fubmit to the fentence given againit him, 
on pain of torteiting a certain number of 
marks of gold, part to be paid to the 
exchequer of the empire, and the rett 
to the perfon juing. If upon this he 
does not obey within the time limited, 
the fum is increaled ; but if he {til per- 
filt, and defpife menaces, he is put un- 
der the Zam of the empire, or profcri- 
bed, and the fentence is ordered to be 
put in execution by torce of arms till he 
fubmit. if the party caft is a fubjeét of 
any of the fates, the execution of the 
fentence is committed to the prince or 
{tate whote fubject he is. Hf the party 
condemned is a prince or member of the 
diet, then the general of the circle by 
himtelt, or with one or more members 
of the circle to which he belongs, are 
cominanded to execute. Butif the party 
is fo powerful, that the circle cannot 
force him to fubmiflion, two or three of 
the next circle are ordered to join with 
them.

‘This ha- 
ving been communicated to the parha- 
ment on the sth, an arret was agreed 
to, by which they fufpended all ordinary 
buinels tll they fhould receive a more 
favourable anfwer.

and be veited with the moft authentic 
tormalities ; ediéts and declarations, 
as the Kings exprefs them{clves, not pros 
cecding trom their free will and motion, 
which can never intend to enact laws re= 
pugnant to the ftate’s fundamental con- 
{titutions and advantage. ‘This collec 
tion goes up as high as King Clotaire, 
of the Merovinian race, who reigned in 
the beginning of the 6th century. 

Soon atier the banifhment of the par- 
liament ef Paris, Madam de Pampadour,

{upported their intereft, was ordered to 
retire from court. We are told, that 
the has been fupplanted of his Majefty’s 
afiection by one Milfs Murphy, whom 
fome call the daughter of an Irith cobler, 
others the daughter of an officer in the 
lrith troops in the pay of France; and 
perhaps both accounts may be true.

Lhe three letters following give an ac- 
count of an infurrection at Briftol. - 

Briftol, T. uefday, May 22. Yefter- 
ay noon this city was alarmed with a 
mob of many hundred colliers and other 
“ountry-people headed by a captain and 
colours, They proceeded to the coun- 
cr houfe, and prefented a petition to the 
“ayor aud corporation, representing the

{traits that themfelves and families were 
in by the dearnefs of bread, We. and 
praying for redreis of their grievances. 
They were mildly received, and promi- 
fed reliet as toon as poflible ; to the fatil- 
faction of the major part; but feveral 
being diilatisied, the proclamation of 
peace was read, and immediately they 
went on the quay, and forcibly board- 
ing the Lamb, Capt. Price, ia which 
they tound a quantity of corn tor expors 
tation, they began to plunder. ‘hey 
had not proceeded long, ere a pofle of 
conttables and other othicers appeared to 
the relief of the vellel. ‘The rioters, 
probably not expecting refiftance, fecing 
there were no foldiers in town, Were un- 
armed, and the ftaves beginning to move 
pretty briikly, were glad to fhift their 
quarters ; fome jumping overboard into 
the mud, and others trufting to a light 
pair of keels, The conttables ha- 
ving delivered the vetlel, came off victo- 
rious with divers prifoners. But thofe 
who efcaped, having intormed another 
gang of this occurrence, they immediaic- 
ly advanced to their affittance, and refcus 
ed them trom the contiables. Being ene 
raged with the oppofition they had re- 
ceived, they immediatcly returned to 
the council-houte, and with ftones and 
brickbats broke moit of the windows, 
feveral perfons that were in it being 
hurt and wounded; declaring at the 
fame time they would go arm themfelves, 
and repeat their vilie At length the 
conftables renewed their attack; and 
the mob being unarmed, directly took to 
their heels. Divers of them being ta- 
ken, were brought before the magpi- 
{trates ; who, atier gentle reproofs and 
wholfome advice, difcharged them all, 
on promife of their good behaviour for 
the future. Many of the mob had 
their heads broke, and their captain his 
arm; but it is happily ended hitherto 
without further damage.” , 

Brifiol, Sat. May 26. A ftop has. 
been put to the trade of this city this 
week, occafioned by an infurrection of 
the colliers. On Monday they en. 
tered the city unarmed, knowing no fol- 
diers were here ; but were drove off by 
the conftables and theiy afliftants with 
theig 
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their ftaves only, before they had done 
any confiderable damage. But they 
threatened to repeat their vifit ; on which 
account many citizens remained under 
arms all that night, and continued fo rill 
Thurfday noon; when a great mob of 
colliers, country-people, weavers, 
affenbled at Lawford’s gate: the con- 
ftavles and the reft of the city-guards ad- 
vanced to them; the mob began pelting 
them with ftenes, which occafioned a 
fkirmiih, and feveral of them were wound- 
ed, and iaken prifoners, but admitted to 
bail. By nine the fame evening the 
gates were fhut, at ten the guard patrol- 
Jed the city, and all remained quiet. 
Yelterday morning a troop of Scots 
Greys arrived here from Gloucefter. 
Soon after which a frefh alarm was gi- 
ven of the ricters coming, and the drum 
beat to arms. The city-guard being un- 
der arms all this time, were ready to 
receive them. The ciiy-gates had been 
fhut, to prevent their entrance: how- 
ever, they got round to Bridewell, de- 
termined to releafe a prifoner there, ta- 
ken on Monday. But by that ume 
they had broke it open, the guard came 
up, and firing a few pieces among them, 
put them into fuch confufion, that they 
ran divers ways in order to make their 
eicape ; which eccafioned feveral {kir- 
maithes in different parts of the city, Four 
were killed on the {pot, and about thir- 
ty of them taken, fome of which were 
dangeroully wounded. They were im- 
mediately carried to the Guild-hall, and 
their wounds being dreifed, after exami- 
nation, thirty at them were committed 
to Newgate. Several of the tradef- 
men were dangeroufly wounded, and 
divers are yet miffing, who were carried 
of by the rioters into Kingfwood ; which 
{ives great concern, as we know not 
what may befal them.” 

“ Briel, ‘June 2. This city now en- 
joys peace and quietne%, and the perfons 
carried away by the coiliers are returned 
to their friends. Surgeons have been 
fent, at the defire of the colliers, to at- 
tend their wounded brethren, upwards 
of 50, fome of whom are likely to lofe 
their limbs. The well-difpofed citizens 
commilcrating their folly and rathnets,

made a collection for them, and {ent them 
a quantity of provifions.” 

There was another infurredion in the 
welt riding of Yorkthire. A great num- 
ber of riotous perfons aflembled, deltroy. 
ed feveral turnpikes, and burnt the toil- 
houfes. Application was thereupon nade 
to the commanding officer of Hawley’s 
dragoons, at York, for a party to fup- 
prefs them; and two troops marched 
thence about the 23d of June. Mean 
while notice was fent to Edwin Lafcelles, 
Eig; at Genthrop hall, that the rioters 
uitended to demolifh the gate at Har. 
wood bridge, and to pull down his houte, 
Mr Lafcelles armed about 80 of his te- 
nants and fervants, and marched to ineet 
the rioters; of whom there were about 
300, armed fome with fwords, and tome 
with clubs. After fome ikirmithing, in 
which feveral were defperately wounded 
on both fides, he came up with their 
main body, and took about thirty pn- 
foners ; of whom ten were committed ta 
York caftle. The dragoons from York 
divided into parties, to attend on the feve- 
ral turnpikes round about Leeds, in or- 
der to fupport the colleétors. On the 
30th, a carter going through Beciton 
turnpike refufed to pay the toll; where- 
upon he was feized by the foldiers, in 
order to be carried before the truitces of 
the turnpike, at the King’s arms inn in 
Bridgegate, but was refcued before he got 
thither. Afier whichthe mobthreateacJ, 
that they would, before fix that night, pull 
down the guard-houfe, and refcue three 
priloners, who had been apprehended 
and confined there the night before, for be- 
ing concerned in cutting down a turny ike. 
Accordingly, between feven and eight, 
about goo men aflembled in Bridgegate 5 
Whereupon, by order of the juftices, the 
proclamation again{t riots was read, and 
the mob was required to difperfe. But 
tnis not being regarded, a ferjeant was or- 
dered to go about, and defire all perions to 
fhut up their fhops, aad keepin their hou- 
jes ; after which the officers fent their ier- 
vants with the like caution. But the 
mob continuing to break the windows 
and thutters of the King’s arms inn, and 
tearing up the ftones of the pavement to 
throw at the foldiers, and having eves 
knocked 
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June 1753. 
knocked down the centinel on guard 
there, the drum beat to arms, and the 
Recorder gave orders to the foldiers, in 
number about twenty, to fire ; which was 
firit done with powder only: but this 
no way intimidating the mob, the foldi- 
ers pext fired with ball. According to 
the return made by. the conftables next 
morning, there were eight killed, and 
about fitiy wounded; fome of whom 
died of their wounds. All proper care 
was taken of the wounded ; and the gen- 
tlemen of the military behaved with all the 
temper and prudence that could poifibly 
he expected in fuch a fcene of confufion. 
—/. 8. The three rioters were fent to 
York cattle July 2.--—This is one ac- 
count. We have another in a letter from 
Leeds, dated July 2. It bears, That the 
dragoons came to that town on the 24th ; 
that they made fad deftruction, by firing 
upon the townfpeople ; that above fe- 
venty men and women were killed and 
wounded in the Bridgegate on the 3oth ; 
that a young man, fon to Mr Moer the 
linen-draper, was fhot through the belly, 
but was not then dead; that fome loft 
their legs, others arms, (moftly inno- 
-nt people), of whom about thirty were 
dead ; that this tragical affair was owing 
to two country-boys, who coming drunk 
to town, were taken up for being con- 
cerned in pulling down the turnpikes ; 
that thereupon fome gentlemen of the 
town had a meeting ; that the town{- 
people took the hint, got into a body, 
and demanded the boys to be fet at liber- 
ty; which the gentlemen and magiftrates 
retuling, the mob begun to be rude, 
and broke windows ; that then the riot- 
act was read, and the dragoons were or- 
dered to fire; which produced a molt 
fhocking fcene. 

On the 2d of June, about feven in the 
evening, the weather extremely fultry, 
there fell at Sherborne, a prodigious 
a of hail, attended with thunder 

ightening, which lafted near two 
ours. Some of the ftones meafured 
thr ecinches about. At Downton, Wilt- 
re, fome of them meafured fix inches. 

At Bridgwater, the ftorm began a- 
ut fix in the evening moderately ; but 


at leven was at a dreadful height. Ma- 
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ny of the hailftones were fix, feven, eight, 
and nine inches about, and made holes 
in the ground like cannon-balls. — It 
continued half an hour with this rapidity, 
and made great devattation, to the ruin 
of many farmers. Divers perfons were 
bruifed by the larger hailftones. *Tis 
thought the repair of the windows broke 
in Bridgwater will coft near sool. 

A conliderable fhock of an earthquake 
was felt at feveral places in England, 
June 8. between eleven and twelve at 
night. At Skipton, in Craven, and its 
neighbourhood, in the wett-riding of 
Yorkthire, it lafted about three feconds ; 
and its etfeét upon thofe within doors, 
was like the violent pailing of wheel- 
carriages through the ftreets, which 
made every thing fhake in the houles,y 
and the floors to heave, and fome planks, 
€Fc. to tall down. Thole in bed felt 
the beds vibrate very quick; and the 
walls and windows rattled, as if fhook 
to pieces. It was fucceeded by a ruth- 
ing noife and explofion, like gunpow- 
der fired in the open air. The weather 
was very calm, and the fky red, inter- 
mixed with black clouds. At Knuti- 
ford, Chefhire, and the villages adjacent, 
the inhabitants were {fo frighted that they 
got out of bed, and continued all night 
praying to God to avert their deftruc- 
tion ; and many of the country-people 
were fo whimfical, as to attribute this 
anger from heaven, to our attempting 
to naturalize the Jews. And a letter 
from Manchefter, dated June 10. fays, 
That at that town it lafted about a mi- 
nute; whereby numbers were awakened 
by the fhaking of their beds ; that the 
letter-writer fitting at his bedfide, un- 
drefling him{elf, was almoft thrown with 
his tace on the ground, and his watch 
was toiled trom off atable; that it was 
preceded, or rather accompanied, by a 
rufhing noife like wind.——It was like- 
wife telt in a great many villages adja- 
cent to that town. At Oldham and 
Ratcliff, the tremulous motion of the 
earth was more fenfibly perceived; their 
beds were litted up by it, and the houfes 
violently agitated. 

There was read before the royal foci- 
ety, May 10. a philolophical account, 
communicaied 
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communicated by Dr Bond, of a remark- 
able foring, iluing from a copper mine in 
the county of Wicklow in Ireland; into 
which thick iron bars being put, in three 
or four months are entirely coniumed ;

of the pits in which the iron bars lay. 
This efect has been commonty miitacen 
for a real tranfinutation of the iron into 
copper. But the Doctor, by a chymi- 
cal analyfis of the water, tound, that 
the copper is diffolved by a {trong mine- 
ral acid, and mixed with the water paf- 
fing through the copper ore in the imine ; 
by which means the copper remains ful- 
pended in the water, til it meets with 
the iron bars in the pits contrived for 
that pereer ; where the acid being ¢ 
more ftrongly attracted by the iron than 
by the copper, the latter necetfarily talls 
to the bottom, or is precipitated; while 
the former metal ts “pone | corroded 
or diilolved by the fame acid, and car- 
ried off in the ttream conttantly flowing 
trom the {pring. 

Mr John Canton, F. R. S. has feveral 
times with great fuccefs put in practice, 
the experiment propoted by Mr Benjamin 
Franklin of Philadelphia, for drawing 
the electrical fire out ef the atmofphere a 
by fharp-pointed roads of iron; and 
particularly two days in the end of June, 
he entertained a great deal of company 
with his curious experiments of this fort, 
at his academy in S; ital (quare; where 
he not only electriti ed feveral perions 
without any ailiftance from the ufual 
machine; but caufed them alfo to fire 
{pirits, and gave them the fhock wih the 
ph ial charged dire&tly from the clouds ; 
which is more than has been pe rféemed 
fo efleQually betore. 

So warm is the refentment at prefent 
teainit the Jews, that a menber’s not 
having oppoled the late biil in their fa- 
your, is uled as an areument acainit re- 
electing him. One centleman has been 
publicly accufed of this in the news-pa- 
pers ; and he has aa ated his charac- 
ter, by a denial of the fa@ in the fame 
public manner. P.S. The tollowi ing 
addrels would draw the attention of the 
electors to a more interelling object.

hold it pertinent to make on the tempe- 
rature of the prefent times. 

If the majority of thofe who happen 
to take up this paper, are either fo igno- 
rant of paft tranfactions, as not to frow 
whether the nation is, in general, liable 
©r not to fuch imputations as thele, or fo 
inditierent as not to care whether it is or 
not; I thall have little hope of the com- 
munity, and lefs of my own endeavours 
tor its fervice. 

Jonorance and indifference are both 
obitacles to every procefs that regards 
the underitanding : but of the two, in- 
difference is the moft infurmountable. As 
Jong as the prefs is open, the road to 
hnowledge will be open too; and he 
that defires to be conducted, will rarely 
want fufficient guides. But indifference 
has no defire, confeguently is out of the 
yeach of practice: and where both igno- 
rance and indifference meet in the fame 
perfon, (which may fomciimes be the 
caic), nothing fhort of divine grace can 
have any operation. 

As the leaven is, fo will be the lump. 
Jf a community is compofed of unprinci- 
pled individuals, it will be an unprinci- 
pled conununity. Where principles are 
Wanting, confittency muft neceflarily be 
wanting ; and where there is no confitt- 
ency, we mult not expect citther dignity 
er mportance. On the contrary, the 
conduct of fuch a community will be 
Huctuating always, will be ablurd often, 
and what, in the end, mutt render them 


as low and contempuble im the eves of 


their neighbours, as ever they had been 
great or eminent. 

By the werd community, 1 mean a peo- 
ple in their colleétive capaciy : I {peak 
of their conduct in relauon to govern- 
ment-matters. A free people mult be 
underftood ; for none bur juch have any 
{phere of their to actin. We the 
people of England efteem ourfelves a tree 
people ; we have conitnutional prov ifions 


and refources for the pre ‘orvation of that 
freedom ; conleguently have the means 
mm our own hands of prek "ving and in- 
grealing our telicity. And hence it wil] 


follow, that if ever we dink inte fuch 4 
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fordid ftate as that juft fpecified, i: wii 
be for want of firmnefs and confittency 
in ourfelves. 

Now, that we have fometimes been 
fo negligent of our national character, as 
to turnifh fufficient grounds tor the impu- 
tation above fattened upon us, | am a- 
traid muft be in part admitted. 

It is ealy to turn to the reign cf 
Charles and therein we thall 
that, in a very fhort period of time, 
teil from one extreme to the other: that 
is to fay, trom the garret to the cilar. 

Two words, Popery and Slavery, yave 
rife to the Grft of thele extremes. 
never was any brand impretled on a court 
with more fuccels: oppefition was im- 
mediately reckoned the whole duty of a 
patriot ; and in proportion to the terror 
which had feized on the people, was 
the ferment which followed : every court- 
meafure was fure to be an unpopulur 
meafure. And fo ftrongly had this pre- 
poileilion taken root, that no conccthons 
from the thione, how gracious and con- 
deicending foever, weie able to remove 
it. On the contrary, they could not 
fee the King furrounded with his : 
without being in pain tor their libernc: ; 
nay, the houfe of Commons actually put!- 
ed feveral angry votes againit then 
and, intlead of granting his Majcity 4 
fupply (which he had long and earncit- 
ly folicted), refolved, That whofoever 
fhould turndh him with money, even by 
way of loan, fhould be refpontible tor 
it to parliament, as an enemy to the con 
ftitution. In fhort, nothing would guxt 
the ftorm, but the facrifice of himfe!t 
the perfon of his brother. And i 
pretty plain by the manner of his ditiol- 
ving the Oxtord parliament, that 
thought himfelf in the hands of a Pou 
diet, rather than of an Englifh houte et 
Cominons. 

And now (contrary to the ufual courie 
of the parallel between the body-poli 
and the natural body) the cold fit t \. 
lowed the hot one. For no feoner had 
the breath of the prerogative difhpated 
the cloud which feemed ready to burf 
on the kingdom, and his Majefty had

Yo which is prefixed the cafe of a perjon 
avho was bitten by a mad dog, had the 
hydrophobia, and «was happily cured. By 
Chrifi. Nugent, Jl. D. in Bath. 
Lif. Bryant, a fervant-maid, twenty- 
, two years old, of a good habit, 
fanguine and phlegmatic, and in the main 
healthy, was, June 24. 1751, bitten by 
a mad dog, on the third finger of her right 
hand, near the joint next the nail, and on 
the back of the fame hand. ‘The wound 
on the finger bled ; but the other did not, 
though the fkin was pinched through 5 
and both foon healed without application. 
The dog refufed food, and the next 
day died; and another dop, who had 
licked up fome meat which he had taken 
into his mouth, was killed mad, three 
weeks afierwards. 
About this time the maid, who had 
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within the laf week lott her colour and 
her appetite, and had tick fits aad reftlefs 
nights, with fudden fits of alternate and 
indolence and activity, was fent 
to the fea, where the was dipped till the 
could bear it no longer. Upon her re- 
turn ho ne, the had catchings in her arms 
and hands; terrifying dreams of dogs 
and wacer 5 could not bear a dog near, 
and, i the heard them bark, wouid turn 
ale ater tremble; fhe was theretore 
looded in the right arm.

That different foreign agents affect difs 
ferent parts ; as mercury, the mouth and 
falival glands ; fumes of lead, the bow- 
els ; the virus of the {mall pox, the fkin ; 
the other pox, the nofe and palate ; and 
cantharides, the neck of the bladder: 
That ditterent {palms may be communi 
tated by ditlerent objects, without cons 
tact; as a {tring of an inftrument will 
vibrate at the found of a correfponding 
{tring ; hyflerics and unreatfonable pa- 
nics have been thus communicated, and 
the agitations of enthulialts, in fpight of 
all etlorts to the contrary ; a perfon 
yawning, communicates that peculiar 
convullion, and no other; and the fight 
of water produces the hydrophobia in 
perfons bitten by a mad dog: upon this 
principle, the author accounts for the 
production of the finall pox by the dread 
of it: That the hydrophobia is not in- 
flammatory at the beginning, but fimply 
{palmodic, like hyfterics and worms : 

that it appears probable, at leaft, that it 
is a fpecies of mania, attended with cer- 


tain alienations of mind and diforders of 


body peculiar to itfelf, all proceeding 
from irregular frafms, and {pafmodic 
conftrictions of fome particular parts of 
the nervous fyftem. 

He infers, That the firft aim fhould 
be, to quiet the agirations, releafe the 
{tictures, and remove the frafm. That 
bathing in cold water is therefore bad : 
it is irritating the mania by prelenting the 
particular objeét of terror, and natu- 
rally tends to increafe the diforder, whe- 
ther fpafinodic or inflammatory ; for in 
no other inflammation was it ever ad- 
vifed, being known to fix them beyond 
potlibility of cure. So that, upon the 
whole, neither bleeding, vomiting, pure 
gine, clyiter, nor vencfeéton, are to 
be ractifed in the hydrophobia, other- 
wife than pro re nata, wih a perpetual 
exclufion of all attempts to cure it by 
water. But the intention of cure be-

The debate on the Fews bill continued. 


The speech of C. Numilius, who next, 
Mr Pre (ident, 

Lth ough i itis not very ufual or pro- 

per to take notice, in this houte, 

ot what palled in the other ; yet the Hon. 
Gentleman who {poke latt obliges me to 
take notice of it, fo far as to oblerve, to 
the honour of the Reverend bench, that 
the bill now before us was oppofed by 
very few of them. On the contrary, it 
was ftrenuoufly fupported by fome of 
them ; which fhews, that our prefent fet 
of bifhops have thrown off thole old pre- 
judices, and that perfecuting {pirit, which 
has for fo many ages been the bane of 
Chriftianty ; and that they have embra- 
ced thofe truly Chritian principles, which 
jo itrongly inculcate humility, meeknels, 
and charity, aud teach us to love even 
our enemies. But, Sir, it was not only 
trom the fundamental principles of Chri- 
{tianity that they {upported this bill: for, 
in duty to their religion, they were 
bound to fupport, and to contribute as 
much asim them lay towards its being 
palled into a law ; becaufe it will tend 
towards the propagation of the religion 
they profes, and becaule it will prevent 
the profanation of one of the moft facred 
and folemn mytteries of our holy religion. 
As to the propagation of the Chrittian 
religion, Sir, Ido not think there is any 
thing that will contribute more towards 


the converfion of the Jews, than that of 


trecing them from all manner of perfe- 
cution, and impowering, and even invi- 
ting them to become purchaters of Jand- 
citates. From all hiltories we may learn, 
that perfecution on one fide, begets ob- 
{tinacy oa the other ; and from late ex- 
perience we may be convinced, that a 
general indulgence promotes a free in- 
quiry, and prepares the way for reafon 

id found argument ; which will always 
at at laft prevail, when the itumbling-blocks 
of patfion and prejudice are removed. 
Hetides this, Sir, there is a falhion in re- 
byion, as well as in every thing elfe ; it 
is untathionable to be of a religion diffe. 
reat trom that eltablithed in the coun-

try in which we live: and even in thi 

country there are many advantages at- 

tending a man’s being of the eftablifhed 
religion ; for unlefs he is, he can neither

And as | 
am fully convinced, that reafon and {o- 
lid argument are of the fide of our etta- 
blithed religion, ain therefore ot 
nion, that as foon as we have removed 

paffion and prejudice by indulgence, rea- 
fon and folid argument, with the ailitt- 
ance of tafhion, and the advantages to 
be acquired by yielding to them, will at 
la(t prevail ; and thatthe fon or grandion 
of every Jew who becomes a landholder, 
if not the purchafer himfelf, will embrace 
Chriftianity, and declare himfelt ot the 
religion eftablifhed by law. In this oy i- 
nion, Sir, 1 am confirmed by the exam- 
ple of what has pafled in Ireland ; for 
mott of the landholders in that kmgdom 
are now become Proteftants.. The tarm- 
crs indeed and cottagers, at leatt {uch as 
are originally Irifh, and too many ot the 
tradeimen in their cities and 
tinue {till to be Papitts ; but moit of the 
landholders have now, thank God ! 

bandoned that fuperititious religion. Ar 
I do not at all wonder at it: tor it is !o 
much in the nature of mankind, whether 
Chriftian, jew or Gentile, after they 
become polleiled of opulent Jand-citatesy 
to aim at honours and preferments, 20 . 
to hate being out of fafhion, that n othit 

can prevent their complying with this bu- 
man paflion, but a fuperftitious bigotry, 

founded upon ignorance, and railed to 
the fummit of enthufiaftic madnels by 
periecution. 

Now, Sir, with regard to the profa- 
nation of one of the moft facred myitc 
ries of our religion: By the law, @ 
now ftands, no Jew can be naturalized, 
without firit receiving the facrament of 
the Lord’s fupper according to thet nes 

and ceremonies of the church of Engla» 
or in fome Proteftant church or chapel : 
Would it not be a moft abominable pro- 
fanation of this holy myfiery, to admit 
any Jew, fill continuing in his heart 
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Jew, to bea partaker in this myftery? 
in the Jew himfelf, indeed, it would be 
no profanation, becaute he did not belies e 
there was any thing religious or facred in 
che ceremony; but in Chriftians, who 
jay him under the neceiliry to do fo, it is 
a protanation, and in my opimion a very 
heinous offence againft the religton we 
To avoid this tor the future, 
was, Lam perfuaded, a prevailing ar- 
gument with the Reverend bench in the 
other houfe; and I think it ought to be 
a prevailing argument in favour of the 
bill with every true Chriftian in this. 
Thus, Sir, I hope I have thewn, that 
what is propofed by this bill, is fo far 
from being inconfiftent with our religion, 
that it is abfolutely neceflary for prevent- 
ing a very great abule; and an abufe 
that has actually been practifed, if 1 am 
righly informed: for Ihave been told, 
that in K. William’s time, there were 
jome Jews who aétually complied with 
the law, by receiving the facrament, in 
order to their being naturalized. And 
indeed 1 do not fee how any clergyman 
ot our eftablifhed church can fafely re- 
tule adminiftering the facrament to any 
man who reguires it, if he profelles him- 
elf of the church of England, and can- 
not be accufed of having been guilty of 
any heinous offence : for even a reputed 
Jew may have privately received baptitm 
and confirmation, without its being 
known to the clergyman from whom he 
requires the facrament; and it is now, I 
think, admitted, that a clergyman is lia- 
ble to an action, if he retufes admini- 
tering the facrament without juft caufe, 
and the perfon requiring it fuffers damage 
by fuch refufal. 
_Thave likewife thewn, I hope, Sir, 
tat the pafling of this bill into a Jaw 
May contribute towards the propagation 
* our religion, by converting many of 
Ne richeft Jew families, which would of 
Courle produce the converfion of man 
“I the poor. And it can be of no dan- 
Etous confequence to our religion: for 


(iy 


hever heard that the Jews butied them- 
- es in making converts either in this 
, try or any other; and I believe we 
reafon to apprehend, that any 
"Sthmap will fubmit to be circumci-

fed, or {wear never to tafte a Yorkfhire 
ham, or a bit of good pork or bacon. 
Theretore this bill is fo far from being 
incontittent with the prophecies relating 
to the Jews, that in my opinion it has 2 
tendency towards the completion of them. 
I hope the time is now come, or near 
coming, when the times of the Gentiles 
are to be fulfilled, and not only the Jews, 
but all the Gentiles, converted to the 
Chriltian taith; for though no one can 
with any certainty point out the ways of 
Providence, yet from experience we may 
fee, that univerfal charity and indulgence, 
which are fo pathetically recommended 
by the Chriftian religion, is the moft ef- 
fectual method for inducing all men to 
fubmit to reafon, and the true principles 
of the Chriitian religion, as now pro- 
felled in this kingdom. 

But it is not only to our religion, Sir, 
that this bill, if paifed into a law, may 
be of advantage ; for it will likewife be 
of great advantage to the ftate, and to 
the nation and people in general. The 
Jews, Sir, by their knowledge in trade, 
and their correfpondence over the whole 
known world, have been of great fer- 
vice in all countries where they have 
been encouraged to fettle. They con- 
tributed greatly towards the eftablifh- 
ment of the Dutch trade and commerce 
in the infancy of that wile republic ; and 
it was they chictly that raifed the city of 
Amiterdam to that height of fplendor 
and riches at which it is now arrived. 
On the other hand, we know, that Spain 
and Portugal have been in fome mea- 
fure ruined by banifhing them their coun- 
try ; for neither of thefe kingdoms have 
now any trade but to their own colo~ 
nics, and even a great part of that is 
carried on by foreigners under the bor- 
rowed names of Spaniards or Portu- 

uefe. But, Sir, we necd not go be- 
yond fea to look for the advantage a na- 
tion may reap from having the Jews fet- 
tled in it; for ever fince they were re- 
admitted into this country, they have 
been in many refpe@s ufeful to us. Ja 
the reign of K. Charles IT. when they 
began again to fettle in this country, they 
contributed greatly to increafe our ex- 
ports; though but a few of them were 
ia 
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in that reion admitted, by letters of de- 
nization from the King, with a non ob- 
ftante claufe in each tor treeing them trom 
the payment of the aliens duty ; yet be- 
fore the revolution they began to have a 
large concern in our forcign trade. Of 
this we have an incontcltable pro of Gpon 
record: for thefe son cbfiante clautes be- 
Ing at the revolution de emed and decla- 
red to be illegal, a queition arofe, Whe- 
ther thefe jew denizens were a- 
liens duty? and an action was brought 
againft fome of them for no icls a fum 
than 58,0001. for goods they had im- 
ported and exported during the year 
which fhews how much the few 
Jews we had then among At us contribu- 
ted to the increafe of our trade and com- 
merece; for we cannot reckon the value 
of the goods imported and exported by 
them w that time, at licf{s than double 
the fum Jaid in the information brought 
againft them. And fince the rev olution 
we all Know how ufctul they have been, 
both by exporting our ma anutactures, and 
by fup pplying our government with large 
furs of money for carrying on the ex- 
pentive wars we have been neceiarily 
engaged in. 

from what is paft, therefore, Sir, we 
may judge wih fome certainty of what 
is tocome; and, confequenily, of what 
will be the effect of the bill now betore 
us, it pafled intoa law. In my opinion,

cited of a great fhare of the land-e- 
“ates of this kingdom, how are we fue 
at Chriftianity will continue to be the

rn of it will continue necellary for qua- 
4 man for any honour or pre- 
Lo me it really {cems at pre- 
“AUt9 be the faihion for a man to de- 


po. 
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clare himfelf of no religion; and if our 
faihionable gentlemen thould at tix 
upon any particular religion, the Jewith 
may perhaps ftand as good a chance as 
any other: for fafhion, we know,,. de- 
pends upon nothing but whim; aid it 
the jews fhould become our chief tand- 
holders, they will probably be the lead- 
ers of our Whim. As landholders, ihey 
will have the chafing of molt of the 
members of this houle, and may them- 
felves be chofen ; and then to titiie 
themlelves to potts and preferments, they 
have nothing to do but to join wih tie 
other dilenters in getting the teit-act, and 
all the other laws tor fecuring our ¢ita- 
blithed church, repealed. Whatever 
fome gentlemen may think, if we conti- 
der tacir numbers, and the vaft eftates 
they have acquired in this Miagdom wiih- 
in thefe laft fifty or fixty years, this will 
appear to be no chimerical appreheution. 
And their having thus a view to get pol- 
fvifion of the whole itrength and power 
of this nation, will rather contirm them 
in their obitinacy, than induce them to 
turn Chriltian; becaule they will look 
upon it as a preparatory {tep made by 
Providence, which is to be tollowed by 
their expected Metliah. But in this view 
they will certainly be fome way or o- 
ther difappointed, as they are never to 
have any fixed habitation until after they 
have acknowledged Chrift to be the 
Meiliah ; and when they do this, they 
are to be reftored to their native land. 
Theretore the Hon. Gentleman is very 
much miltaken, if he fuppofes that our 
giving then a fixed habitation in this 
country before their converfion, can any 
way tend towards a completion of the 
Chriftian prophecy relating to then. 

I hope, Sir, I have now fhewn, that. 
our pafling this bill iato a law can no 
way tend towards the convertion of the 
Jews, but will, onthe contrary, render 
them more obdurate. And to pretend 
that we ought to pals it, in order to pre- 
vent a protanation of the facrament of 
the Lord’s fupper, is an argument that 
goes a great deal too far: for it would 
mig hold good for repealing that law, 
by which all officers, civil or military, 
are obliged to rceeiye that facrament with- 
in 
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in three months after their admittance ; 
for a place of great profit and truft un- 
der the goverament is furely as great a 
temptation to a Jew born here, as a na- 
turalization can be to a Jew born a- 
broad. Yet ifany Jew fhould by arti- 
fice vet the facrament adininiftered tohin, 
in order to intitle himfelt to fome oihce 
or employment, I believe no man will 
fay, that ‘the guilt of fuch a protanation 
iy at the door of thofe who retuted to 

confent to the repeal of that law. But 
I believe we need not give ourfelves any 
concern about this omen for what- 
ever danger a clergyman may expole 
himfelt to by refufing to adminifter the 
ficrament, am perluaded, no one would 
adminilter j it toa reputed Jew, without a 

(uthcient teflimony of his having 
embraced the Chriitian faith hot 
pris ately, but, according to cultom, be- 
tore a multitude of witnelles. 

Having now anfwered all the argu- 
ments which the Hon. Gentleman endea- 
voured to draw from religion, 1 fhall 
hic xt con{ider th advanta pcs hoped tor 
from this bill; but hesin with fome 
general obfervations in relation to the 
Jews And, in the firft place, muft 
oblerve, that it is a very great mitake, 
{up pole, that the le ws ever did, or ¢- 
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having been the beginners of trade ; 
any country, but many inttances to 
contrary. In Poland ‘there have been 
multitudes of Jews tor many ages, yet 
no man will fay that Poland is a tradip 2g 
country. In this country, though they 
were fettled here from the time of the 
conqueft to the 18th of Edward I. near 
230 years, yet they never fet up any 
trade, but dealt chiefly in ufury : which 
indeed was moft exceilive; for we have 
a:nong our records fome regulations ro 
hibiting them to take above 2d. ser 
pound ger week. The truth is, 
countries where there is little or no tre 
they deal moitly in ufury, or in c leet. 
ing the taxes: and where a trade has 
been already eftablifhed, fome indecd af 
the richer fort may engage in tore, 
commerce, but the poorer fort deal or ly 
as brokers, pediars, or hawkers ; as we 
may now fee trom daily expericnce ; for 
but t’ other day I met no lefs than four 
ot them together, going upon a pedcling 
progrets into the country. 

But, Sir, though the Jews cannot be 
the firit beyinners of trade in any coun- 
try, yet t after it is begun, they may con- 
tribute to its increafe: for as th ey ather 
cannot, or will not purchafe, or ta! 
lands to farm in any country, they hav

, for the origin of trade in all countries is

inanufacture ; but none of the Jews, e- 
ven of the pooreft fort, are ever bred to 
be manutacturers or mechanics, or in- 
deed to any laborious amnypeyeni ; 
therefore they can never be the begin- 
ners of trade in any country. It was 
not they that began the Dutch trade, 
atier the eftablithment of that common- 
wealth; but it was the periecution and 
Gppreilion of the Spanihh government, 
which drove the manutacturers and me- 


chanics from all the other provinces of 


the Netherlands. Nor was it the expul- 
fion of the Jews which ruined the trade 
of Spain and Portugal, but the emigra- 
tion ot the inhabitants ; for fuch multi- 
tudes of their people went to America, 
that there was not enough Ictt for car- 
rying on any fort of manutadure, fufh- 
cient tor their home confumption. No 
wuifance can be given, Sir, of the Jews 


fed over the whole world, and keep 
correlpondence with one another, is 
know where all forts of manufactures 
may be fold to the beft advantage ;_ there 
fore, by lending their money to the ns 
tive manufacturers, they may enable them 
to extend their manufa@ure, and by thet 
forcign correfpondence they may iicre. le 
the exportation. For this in the 
infancy of the trade of any country, It» 
right fo encourage the Jews to come ind 
furtle amonctit them ; as the manufac 
rers have not then money of their ow! 
fuficient for carrving their man ape e 
to any preat extent, and as the © atl 
merchants have not a foreign correfpon- 
dence fettled, perhaps in thofe counties 
where fome of their manufactures ™4Y 
be fold to the beft advantage. But 
a country where trade and commerce 


have beea fully and long eftablithed ; 


where 
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where the manufacturers have money fuf- 
fcjent of their own, or of their friends, 
to carry their manutactures to the ut- 
molt extent; and where the native mer- 
chants have a correlpondence fertled in 
every foreim country where it is potlible 
to casty on any commerce, and conte- 
uc atly muft know where every fort of 
manutacture may be fold to the bett ad- 
vantage: iu fuch a country, I fay, it is 
mudnels, if not worfe, to put Jews or 
ny other foreigners upon an equal foot- 
ing with natives; becaule it only enables 
the former to take the bread, or a part 
of the bread, out of the mouths of the 
latter, without inereafing in the leaft the 
national trade or commerce : torno Jew, 
no more than a native, will export mere 
of your manufacture than he can fell to 
advantage; and fo much your own na- 
tie merchants will always export, if 
there Were not a Jew in the kingcom. 
Nor does an Englifh merchant ever de- 
lire a greater profit than will fatisfy a 
Jew, or any other forcign merchant ; 
torin fuch a multitude of merchants as 
we now have of our own to all parts of 
the world where the trade is open, it is 
certain, that they will underfel one an- 
other, ull they bring the market down 
what can be deemed noihing but a 
prolit. 
_ Let us take, for example, Sir, the 
ngdom of Portugal: Does any man 
(ink that we do not now export as many 
0! our manufactures thither as can pofli- 
oy ind a vent there, or that our Portu- 
“ai merchants and their factors there, who 
lo numerous, and fo independent of 
ene another, do not fell thofe goods as 
Cicap as they can be fold? Suppofe then 
Mat we export yearly thither to the value 
“famillion Sterling, and that this is the 
“matt that can be exported : if we fhould 
haturalize all the Jews in the world, they 
( wuld not add to that exportation ;_ they 
could only come in for a fhare of it; and 
‘sopole that fhare to be 200,000 1. worth 
oF rds yearly, is it not evident, that in 
tus cate one fifth of our Englifh Portu- 
merchants mutt give up the trade, 
together muit for 
ae than they ufed to do? This 
“ore could be of ne advantage to 
\ OL. XY, 
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our trade or to our manufacturers: it 
would only transfer the profit upon 
200,000]. worth of goods yearly from 
our native Englith merchants to our na 
turalized Jews. And this | mutt look on 
asa lols to the nation, becaule I think 
we are as yet a Chriltian nation. The 
eftate got by an Englifhman, we are fure 
will remain here; but a Jew, though na- 
turalized, may be here to-day and gone 
to-morrow. When he has got an ettate 
here, he may go and live upon it in a 
climate which he thinks more agreeable 
to his conffitution. 

This example, Sir, may be applied to 
every country in the world, as well as to 
that of Portugal ; for there is no country 
where we have not now houfes and fac- 
tories eftablifhed: and therefore it is, bt 
think, a demonftration, that the bill now 
betore us can be of no advantage to 
our trade or manufactures, but mutt be 
of difadvantage to the nation in every 
branch of our foreign trade. And now 
with regard to our domeftic: The Jews, 
it istrue, have as yet contented them- 
felves with hawking and pedling: very 
few of them have become fhopkeepers, 
becaufe it would fubject them to taxes and 
parifh-rates. But fuppote they fhould be- 
gin to engage in this branch of bufinets, 
could it be of any advantage to our trade 
or to our manufacturers? Have we not 
already as many Englifh fhopkeepers of 
all kinds as can be {upported by the con- 
fumption ? Does not the moft petty fhop- 
keeper know, that what maketh rich, is a 
{mall profit and a quick return? Confe- 
quently, must not every one of them {cll 
his goods as cheap as he can poffibly af- 
ford? Therefore we cannot fuppofe that 
Jew fhopkeepers would fell cheaper than 
our Englifh now do, but they might per- 
haps cheat oftener; and if Jew fhop- 
keepers fhould increafe, the Chriftian muft 
diminifh in number: fo that if in this way 
the bill now before us fhould have any 
effect, it would only be a transferring of 
a fhare of the profit upon our liome con- 
fumption, from our native Chriftians to 
our naturalized Jews. 

But, Sir, both in our foreign and do- 
meftic trade, the ivansferring of a part of 
the profits trom the Chiitian fo the Jew, 
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is not the only bad coniequence we have 
to fear from this bill. Sectarics of all 
kinds, efpecially the Jews, are more zeal- 
ous pal more diligent mm recom nending 
one another, and in playing into the hands 
of one another, than thoie of the efta- 
blifhed church. By this means they may 
in time render it impoflible tor any Chni- 
{tian to carry on any trade, either toreign 
or domettic, to advantage. Jews may 
become our only merchants and our only 
KCCPCTS. They Wi ill probably leave 
rlous p artof all manufactures and 
inechanic al trades 10 the poer Chriitan > 
by: it they will be the paramount matters, 
as the merchants and thopkeepers in every 
country mutt always be. And if our 
landed gentlemen fhould find it impoilible 
- provide for their younger fons by ma- 

ng them merchants or thopk eepers, OF 
tor “their daughters by marrying them, 
with a finall tortune, to a merchant or 
fhopkeeper, we may judge what would 
foon be the fate of molt of our Jandhold- 
ers. They mutt give fuch large tor- 
tunes to their younger children, « or at 
leaft to of them, as might be tuth- 
cient for their fupport ; by which means 
a new mcumbrance would by every ge- 
neration be brought upon the eftate, and 
that without any refource. At prefent, 
a younger brother often gets by trade fuch 
a tur n of money as faves the eltate of his 


family ; or the heir, by marrying the 
ter of a rich merchant or fx 
per, gets fuch a fortune as 


his eltate trom all former incumbrances : 
but if Jews, who marry only among one 
another, were our only yerchants and 
fhopkeepers, both thele refources would 
be cut off; which wauld every year bring 

many of our land-eltates to market, 

rat I doubt much if th ey world rife in 
their price, until the Jews had got poilei- 
fion ot of them.

the ereat prejudice both of the public re- 
venue and of the fair trader; and where- 
as it may realonably be fuppofed, that 
all fuch tobacco as was imported, and 
was {tock in hand betore that time, hath 
been, or might have been dilpoted of :— 
for preventing frauds equally injurious to 
the revenue and the fair trader, it Is en- 
acted, 

That from and after the rift of June 
1753, no tobacco imported into G, bri- 
tain before the faid zgth of September 
1751, and no tobacco-{talks {tripped or 
{nuff manufactured trom tobacco fo im- 
ported, fhall be removed by land or wa- 
ter, on pain of forteiture; the feizure, 
profecution, condemnation, rewards for 
feizing, &c.to be the fame as by the 
faid act is directed in relation to tobacco, 
tobacco-italks, or fhuft, on the removal 
of which certificates are required. 

That it fhall be lawful tor any officer 
of the cuftois or excile to feize, and pro- 
fecute, any tobacco, tobacco-italks, or 


fhuff, which fhall be removed in greater 


quantitics than are allawed, and without 
fuch certificates as are required by the 
faid act; and the proof that fuch tobac- 
co, ftalks, fnuff, had before been 
removed from the port of importation 
with a proper certificate, and that the 
duties payable thereon had been paid or 
fecured, fhall be upon the perfon ciaim- 
ing, and not upon the oilicer {eizing and 
profecuting the fame. 

Provided, That nothing in this or in 
the fuid aéct, fhall prohibit the exporta- 
tion of any tobacco 3 imported before the 

29th of September 1751, which fhall be 
el before the 29th of September 

754, from any port where the fame 
be on the ft of June-1757 
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That if on the back of any certificate 
for removing tobacco, tobacco-ftalks, or 
fnuti, by land, the inn be defcribed from 
whence the fame fhall be carried, fuch 
certificate fhall be as effectual as if the 
name of the perfon by whom the fame 
fhall be carried were inferted thereon. 
That cvery certincate for removing 
tobacco, tobacco-ftalks, or fnuff, bv 
Jand or water, thall be deemed a proper 
one, although the name of the importer, 
or the perfon by whom the duties were 
paid or fecured, be not inferied in it: fo 
as every other reqguifite directed by the 
faid act 24° Geo.
